He attended Princeton, but 


did not receive his degree. He 
served in the Army, but never 


cynical 
and 


saw action. He spent most of 
his time working on his first 
novel, "This Side of Paradise" 
which, when published in 1920, 
was 
a critical and financial 


success. 


He married Zelda Sayre in 


1920 and together they lived a 
life 
like one 
of his novels, 


commuting between plush ho- 
tels and speakeasies of the U.S. 
and 
fashionable European re- 


sorts. It was a glamorous life 
that ended tragically with her 
incurable 
mental illness and 


Fitzgerald's breakdown. 


After 
a 
few short 
stories, 


novels and plays, he turned out 
"The 
Great 
Gatsby," 
often 


considered 
his 
finest 
work. 


From this point on, he had a 
hard time keeping up with the 
financial 
a n d 
emotional de- 


mands on him. 


His next novel, "Tender is the 


Night," was not published until 
1934. 
In "The Crack-Up" (1936) 


he described his own personal 
crisis of trying to bring his wife 
back to health and meet his 
expenses. 


His last 
novel, "The 
Last 


Tycoon," 
incomplete 
at 
his 


death in 1949, is considered by 
many critics to be his best.

The 
uterus or womb is pear shaped 
and the cervix is the narrow 
portion through which a child 
passes at the time of delivery.

Vaginal bleeding or discharge 


(leucorrhea) call the patient's 
attention to the possibility that 
some unusual condition is pre- 
sent. The doctor is able to 
inspect the servix with a lighted 
instrument or speculum. Cul- 
tures can be made to find the. 
offending germ or organism. A 
special parasite, trichomona, is 
commonly found in the vaginal 
canal and in and on the cervix. 
There are now excellent medi- 
cines 
which 
can 
keep 
such 


infections under complete con- 
trol. 


Erosions of the cervis can 


almost 
always be 
cured by 


cauterizing the area with silver 
nitrate or 
with 
an 
electric 


current. Both of these processes 
are painless and recovery is 
almost always complete in a 
few weeks. 


Only 
when the 
cervix 
is 


severely eroded is surgery per- 
formed on it. Some women with 
chronic servicitis have 
found 


that they were unable to be- 
come pregnant until the infec- 
tion or erosion is completely 
cured. 


How do people learn to speak 


when their voice box has been 
removed by surgery? 


The 
vocal cords 
are 
two 


strands of muscle that come 


together when we speak and 
separate when we breathe. They 
are about an inch long and lie 
in the larynx or voice box. The 
Adam's apple that one feels iq 
the midline of their neck Is part 
of the larynx that houses thf 
vocal cords. 


A cancer of the larynx that 


involves only one vocal cord can 
be removed without taking out 
the 
entire larynx. 
When a 


cancer is more extensive and 
involves both vocal cords or the 
surrounding tissue, it may be- 
come necessary to remove the 
entire larynx to save the life of 
the patient. 


When this operation is com- 


plete 
t h e 
patient 
breathes 


through a small hole in the neck 
through which the air passes 
directly to the lungs. This is 
known as a tracheostomy or 
tracheotomy, both meaning an 
opening into the trachea or the 
tube just below where the voice 
box originally was. 


The operation is an extensive 


one but has been remarkably 
successful in saving many vic- 
tims who might never have 
survived 
without 
it. 
I am 


always impressed by the tre- 
mendous courage 
that these 


patients have and how quickly 
they 
adjust 
their lives and 


continue to make happy, : suc- 
cessful ones,for themselves and 
their families. 


Speech therapists are now 


able to teach many of these 
patients to swallow the air and 
actually learn to speak in an 
easily 
recognizable 
way 
by 


"burping" the air through the 
esophagus. The sound is usually 
a flat, monotonous one, but this 
is hardly important to these; 
patients who luxuriate in the. 
fact that they have been given 
this second chance of living.
